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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/24/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the Table on page 3 of the Declaration shows the need to control 
both the Si/Al molar ratio and the alkali content to be assured that one has a necessary BET 
minimum value at a high temperature, such as 1 100 °C while the prior art does not show any 
motivation to maintain such controls. Such contention is not persuasive as the range set forth in 
the Table on page 3 of the Declaration is not commensurate in scope with the range set forth in 
the instant claims. 

Applicants argue that the Si/Al ratio in Swaroop et al is less than the minimum value of 
the instant claim. Such contention is not persuasive as Swaroop et al discloses that the Si/Al ratio 
is no greater than 200 (coL 3, lines 28-37) which includes the portion of "not less than 40" of the 
instant claim.
